Directions by the Speaker under the Rules of Procedure of the 

Lok Sabha. 

In pursuance of rules 401 and 381(1) of the Rules of Procedure 
and Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha Fourth Edition), the Speaker 
has issued the following directions:— 

1. “63A. Every Bill passed by the Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment and assented to by the President under 
Article 111 of the Constitution shall be laid by 
the Secretary on the Table: 

Provided that in the case of a Bill on which 
assent is obtained by the Rajya Sabha Secretariat, 
the BiU, as assented to by the President, shall be 
duly authenticated by the Secretary of Rajya 
Sabha before being laid on the Table.”

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2. ‘Expunction of unparliamentary expressions from 
documents presented to a Committee, 


Expunction 

“103A. (1) If in the opinion of the Chairman, a oTunparlia- 
document, such as, representation, memorandum ^essfon/*' 
etc., presented to a Committee, contains words, from docu- 
phrases or expressions which are unparliamentary, 
irrelevant or are not couched in respectful, de- Committee, 
corous and temperate language, or are otherwise 
inappropriate, he may order such words, phrases 
or expressions to be expunged from such docu¬ 
ment. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in (1) 
above, the Speaker shall have the power to order 
expunctions in like circumstances or to review all 
decisions regarding expimction from such docu¬ 
ments and his decision thereon shall be final.” ’ 

3. ‘Publication of a report of Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee. 

“103B. Where, under rule 379, a report of a of^report'S' 
Committee is circulated to members prior to its a Committee 
presentation to the House, it shall be released to lation to 
the press after a week from the date of despatch members, 
of copies to members.” ’
